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Some Questions on the 
Origin of Coinage 
by Michael E. Marotta 


The following brief article is an interesting viewpoint on a possible origin 
of coinage, but it does not necessarily reflect the opinion of CNG. Any 
additional comments from our readers are welcome.. 


We don’t know why coins were invented. We have strong reason 
to accept that coinage was invented between 750 and 650 BC and 
within a century or so achieved most of its modern attributes. It 
is true that we find coins very useful today because they serve 
many purposes. However, we have no clear idea of the intentions 
or motivations of the first coinmaker. 


We live ina commercial age. The theory that merchants invented 
coinage is widely found in authoritative works on money, 
banking, economics, and numismatics. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica claims that the first coins bore a primitive punchmark, 
“certifying to either weight or fineness, or both.” Writing in 
1933, the British numismatist, Charles Seltman, suggested this 
scenario: 


“When a merchant received a dump [a nugget-shaped ingot] he 
regularly weighed it until one day some Ionian hit upon a time- 
saving device. Why not mark every dump as it passed through 
his till? Then, if in the course of circulation - - money was scarce 
in those days and handled by the few — it returned to him, he 
would know it again and need not trouble to weigh it afresh.” 


In Money: from cowerie shells to credit cards (1986), the trustees 
of the British Museum asserted that “Lydians saw the advantage 
of stamping such pieces guaranteeing their value when used as 
money. “ 


However, Colin Kraay, in his book, Archaic and Classical Greek 
Coins, says “the natural assumption that coins were used in 
remote antiquity much as they are used today is frequently 
falsified by the absence of those small denominations which alone 
make such a use possible.” In other words, the first coins were 
worth far more than anything you could buy with them. 


The fact that the first coins were made of electrum leads to another 
problem with the commercial theory. Electrum is a naturally- 
occurring alloy. No one could have guaranteed its fineness or 
“purity.” More to the point, it wasn’t until about 250 BC that 
Archimedes discovered how to assay an alloy by measuring its 
specific gravity. Historically, silver coins (nominally “pure”) were 
not minted until about 50 to 100 years later than electrum issues. 


Furthermore, no one has ever suggested a meaning to the punch 
marks which appear on the earliest coins. There is no known way 
to see in the impressions the name of a merchant or the weight of 
the ingot [dump] or its fineness. The punchmarks (“windmill”, 
“swastika”, etc.) are there, to be sure. What they mean is not clear 
at all. If these were supposed to be marks of authenticity, they did 
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not live up to their intention. 


Interestingly, those unsurpassed traffickers, the Phoenicians, were 
among the very last, not first, ancient people to mint coins. If 
coinage were invented to facilitate trade, it didn’t impress the 
greatest traders of the day. (They did, however, see the value in 
alphabetic writing.) More support for this line of questioning 
comes from the fact that the earliest coins are never found far from 
home. If coins were invented to support trade and commerce, 
they would have travelled overseas, along the same paths as grain, 
lumber, and hides. Apparently, they did not. 


In 1920, P. N. Ure suggested that the seventh century BC saw 
the birth of both a “new form of government and a new form of 
wealth.” His book, The Origin of Tyranny, makes several key 
points. Most likely, “tyrant” means “prince” in the root sense of 
“first citizen.” However, the origin of the word “tyrant” is not 
clear, but it is probably not an Indo-European word. It is certainly 
not a Greek word. Therefore the concept of “tyranny” was new 
to the Greek world. Tyrants were rulers who did not have 
hereditary authority. They were self-made men. 


In his book, The Origins of Money (1977), Philip Grierson 
suggested that the first coins were struck to pay mercenaries. 
Silver and gold were used by weight from the dawn of civilization 
and coinage would have made it easy to pay a large body of 
individuals the same amount of money all at the same time. 


Without a gene pool of supporters, tyrants bought their loyalty. 
This was an exciting new idea. Western Turkey (Lydia, Ionia) was 
at the periphery of the Persian world. It was also at the edge of 
the Hellenic cultures. Great changes seldom come from the centers 
of empires and Ionia was an exciting place to be back then. The 
earliest coins could have had a purely local use in buying loyalty. 
One problem with the commercial theory is that there is no known 
meaning to the incuse punchmarks on the earliest coins. The 
Tyrant theory would explain these first coins as anonymous 
badges of conspiracy. Electrum dumps mimicked the nuggets 
found in local streams. Stamping a rude mark would identify the 
ingot to the select few and yet would be meaningless to the 
authorities. 


Lydia wasat the periphery of the Persian empire. It is most likely 
that Gyges or Alyattes used the first coins to pay their Ionian 
mercenaries. From Ionia, the idea of coinage spread across the 
Hellenic world. Once coins were created and distributed, their 
utility took them into new routes of commerce. Certainly, once 
the tyrant became the new king, civic issues, stamped with the 
badge of the town or tribe, would appear. And this idea would 
be copied almost at once by others. Within three generations, coins 
would be commonplace. 


Trade and commerce areas old as humanity. Silver and gold were 
long esteemed as valuable. But coinage first appeared only when 
self-appointed leaders appeared. Ure’s work was published 75 
years ago. Grierson and Kraay wrote in the mid-1970s. Yet, in 
1986, the trustees of the British Museum repeated the usual 
mercantile claims without even mentioning other theories and 
they are not at all alone in embracing the theory that merchants 
invented coins. We truly live in a very commercial age. 
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BEWARE OF PAN AND THE GRIFFINS

The ancient city of Panticapaeum was founded by colonists from Miletus 
in the sixth century BC. Like most Greek colonies of the time, it was land 
hunger that drove the active young men (and women) out from their 
home cities. In this instance they sailed north up the coast from their city 
of Miletus on the west coast of Asia Minor, then east through the Sea of 
Marmara into the treacherous Bosphorus and on into the Pontus Euxinus 
(the Black Sea), following round its southern shore until they found a 
site on the east side of the Crimean peninsula. The place is now modern 
Kerch on the west side of the Kerch Strait and it leads into the Sea of 
Azov. 


In ancient times, as now, the area was very rich agriculturally, a fact that 
is alluded to by the long corn stalk that is carried in the mouth of the 
fierce griffin on the reverse of many of the early coins of Panticapaeum. 
The griffin itself is also an allusion to the other source of wealth in the 
area - gold. Herodotus tells us (Book II, 116) that this part of Europe was 
richer than any other in gold and "the story runs, that the one-eyed 
Arismaspi [a local tribe] steal it from the griffins" who were its guardians. 
He goes on to say that he does not believe in the one-eyed tribe, but the 
gold and the fierce griffins were another matter!

Evidence of the gold is still being found in the dy jewellery and vessels 
from the rich Scythian burial mounds of the Crimea and the graves of 
wealthy local Greek traders and merchants. The legend of Jason and the 
Argonauts and their voyage into the Black Sea in search of the Golden 
Fleece is said to be based on an exploratory expedition seeking gold. The 
tiny flecks of gold were caught on greasy sheepskins washed by the 
native tribes in the alluvial rivers - hence the Golden Fleece. 


The original name of Panticapaeum was Apollonia - "Apollo's town" - 
taken from the fact that the colonists’ home city was famous for its archaic 
statue of the god, the Apollo Philesios, carved by the sculptor Kanachos, 
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in the temple of Branchidae near Miletus. Fifth century coins evidence 
the name, but then in the fourth century, the name changes, and so do 
the coin types. The major obverse type becomes a head of Pan, a pun 
on the city's new name, and the griffin still paces on the reverse. It was 
in the fifth century BC that the cult of Pan, a wild woodland deity, 

atron of flocks and shepherds, spread from Arcadia through Greece. 
He was usually represented as half goat with hairy legs, and he and his 
henchmen, the pointed-ear satyrs, were involved in all sorts of mischief 
and rampant sexual activity with nymphs and maenads. 


The heads of Pan on ee coins of the city, especially those struck in 
the mid-fourth century BC, are incredible studies of miniture observation 
with their pointed ears, shaggy beards and unkempt hair.

The punning Pan head obverse continued at Panticapaeum for several 
centuries. The reverse of the walking griffin was reduced to merely its 
forepart on the lower denominations. Other animals, indicative of the 
rich stock of the area, were then introduced as reverses: a ram's head, the 
forepart of a galloping horse and the head and neck of a bull. No mes 
marred the Pan head on the obverse but, just in case people did not 
recognize the city of issue, the first three letters of its name in Greek were 
spread around the representation on the reverse. 


Gold and silver coins, with their more carefully cut dies, carry fine 
representations of the god, but even on the small change bronze coins of 
the fourth century BC and later, Pan's head is still strikingly reproduced 
in left profile with its spiky hair, beard and wild espaitt is these very 
attributes which, legend tells us, were displayed at the battle of 
Lysimacheia in 277 BC in support of the Macedonian general Antigonas 
Gonatas, causing his enemies, the Gauls, to flee in “panic” - and that is 
where our word, a synonym for terror, comes from.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Medicine on Ancient Greek and Roman 
Coins, by R. G. Penn. Batsford (Aspects of 
Ancient Classical Coins), London 1994. vi + 
186pp. Frontis, 7pls, 127 coin illus. Paperback. 
$45. 


Many people are put off collecting classical coins because they 
cannot read Greek or Latin, not realising that it does not matter 
all that much. It is reasonably easy to master the Greek alphabet, 
and Greek or Latin on coins is largely only a matter of reading 
names. Not least, there are ample books available to lead the 
beginner into the delights of collecting ancient coins. 


The next big question is what to collect - cities, kings, dynasts or 
emperors are popular, but there is the very rewarding thematic 
approach, for example, architecture, gods, and goddesses, etc. 
Dr. Penn’s new book has arisen from his medical training and his 
love of antiquity, leading him to his thematic of medicine on 
classical coins. It is only after glancing down the Contents, an 
Introduction followed by twelve chapters, that you realise there 
is more here than meets the eye. Obviously, the god of medicine, 
Aesculapius, is pre-eminent, but there are all the other deities who 
are involved in various ways, such as Apollo for stemming 


plagues. 


There were many medical centres in the ancient world, principal 
amongst them Hippocrates the physician’s own island of Cos, 
and cities such as Pergamum and Epidaurus where there are still 
extensive remains to be seen (and illustrated here). They all issued 
very specific series of medical coins, often showing the statues or 
buildings involved in the cult of Aesculapius. Many medical 
conditions can be seen on the coins: Hadrian is said to have grown 
his beard (the first Roman emperor to do so) to hide blemishes 
on his face; there certainly seems to be evidence of gigantism in 
the portraits of Maximinus I, and warts on the faces of several 
Parthian kings. Many aspects of the Aesculapian myths, medicinal 
plants and depictions of various diseases appear as coin types. 


Dr. Penn, ina very readable and enlightening text, clearly shows 
that there are rather more than just two sides when looking at a 
coin. Relevant coins are illustrated throughout the book; some of 
the bronze coins, like the series from Pergamum, are very difficult 
to find in good, clear condition. Hence some of the larger bronzes 
illustrated are a little dark, especially the splendid medallion of 
Aesculapius arriving at the Isola Tiburina, Rome, on the cover, 
which is less clear as Fig. 25. 


A varied audience outside keen numismatists, especially 
historians and members of the medical profession, will find this 
a book to stimulate an interest in a very different aspect of ancient 
coins.

Alexander's Attic-weight dekadrachms were produced as a single emission. The 
medallic flans and the elevated artistry applied to Alexander's familiar types all 
mark these coins as presentation pieces. The Mesopotamian findspots of most 
known specimens suggest that the issue was held at Babylon after minting and 
distributed only after the army's return from its eastern campaign. The probable 
occasion of this largess was the lavish mass wedding at Susa in 325 BC, in which 
Alexander, eighty of his officers, and ten thousand of his enlisted men married 
Persian wives in a gesture symbolizing Alexander's new policy of a permanent 
Macedonian presence in the Orient, and his ultimate intent to meld east and 
west into a single unifte |

Ecbatana in ancient Media was an important Persian city that would beome one 
of the principal Seleucid mints. It is at Ekbatana that Alexander III deposited the 
great treasures captured in Persis. The area around Ecbatana was rich in grain 
and in amble pasturage for the large herds of Nisaean horses which we see depicted 
on coins from the Ecbatana mint. EThe oy was rich in commerce ,being situated 
on the overland routes to Bactria in one direction and the plains of India in the 
other. 


The laureate wreath on the helmet of this piece, normally associated with a victory, 
possibly signifies Seleucus’ defeat of Nicanor, satrap of Media and the reconquest 
of Susiana and Media.

Demetrius had been sent, as a boy, to Rome by his father Seleucus IV, to be 
held as a hostage in exchange for his uncle Antiochus IV. In 162 BC, Demetrius 
escaped Rome with the help of the historian Polybius. He was accepted immediately 
as King, overthrowing the weak Antiochus V and squelching the Revolt of 
Timarchos. The people named him Soter (Savior). By 161 BC he had additionaly 
conquered Judaea. He was finally recognized as the rightful ruler by the Roman 
Senate in 160 BC.

BC. For ten years he remained their captive. He was much affected by his long 
stay, adopting the long beard and robes of the Parthians. He was reinstalled in 
Syria by Phraates Ilin his campaign against Antiochus VII. The Seleucid empire 
was fractured beyond repair at this point. After several years of civil war 
Demetrios was defeated near Damascus.

Cleopatra Thea, daughter of Ptolemy VI of Egypt, reigned as queen in Syria for 
three decades. She was one of the only unifying figures in this troubled period. 
She gained the throne through marriage to Alexander I Balas in 151 BC. After 
numerous subsequent marriages and alliances, Cleopatra decided in 126 to reign 
as sole ruler. Her uncle Ptolemy VIII had other ideas and she was forced into 
accepting rule in alliance with one of her sons, Antiochus VIII Grypus. They 
ruled jointly for five years until Cleopatra was forced to take a poison drink she 
intended for her son.

After disposing of his mother, Antiochus managed a reasonably long and 
peaceful rule. He maintained good relations with the Romans and largely ignored 
minor encroachments by the Parthians. He enjoyed lavish entertainments not 
war. Around 114 BC he entered into a long-running battle with his brother 
Antiochus IX Cyzicenus. This war lasted until Grypus' death some twenty years 
later. The two brothers exchanged territory and killed each other's wife. Neither 
ever achieved a complete victory. After his death at the hands of his war minister 
in 96 BC the empire contnued on in civil war amongst his five sons.

This is the finest of four specimens of this type that CNG has handled over the last seventeen years and is certainly one of the finest to ever appear on the market. 
Fewer than sixty specimens in any condition are known of this important rarity. 


The coin has a long and distinguished pedigree, having graced several of the finest private collections of the past century. Its first known public appearance was 

in the 1897 auction by Sotheby's in London of the famed Montagu collection, one of the great comprehensive 19th century collections. Its prior history is unknown, 
but collecting antiquities and coins had been popular among the English aristocracy in the 18th and 19th centuries, and the piece was likely acquired from the} 
Continent during that time. Upon the sale ¢ the Montagu collection, the coin passed into the Prowe collection, and upon the sale of that collection in Vienna in 

1904 by Briider Egger it was purchased by French collector R. Jameson, perhaps the twentieth century's greatest collector of ancient coins. Jameson's collection 

was distinguished by the superb quality of his careful acquisitions, and one recent commentator noted that "it remains to this day one of the finest collections 

ever formed by an individual.” The Jameson collection was dispersed in the 1940's and 1950's, but still today many of the finest coms that appear on the market 

are "Jameson coins”. The coin next appeared in the 1954 Adolf Hess auction in Luzern, Switzerland. Its whereabouts for the next fifteeen years is a mystery, but 

it r red in 1969 again in Luzern, in the Adolf Hess-Bank Leu sale. There it was purchased by New Netherlands Coin Company, from whom it passed into 

the collection of a doctor in the southeastern US, where it remained for a quarter century until its reappearance on the market this year. 


The Ides of March denarius is one of the most remarkable coins ever struck and is certainly one of the most historic of all Roman coins. This coin records one 0 
the most famous acts in history - the assassination of Julius Caesar. In antiquity this coin's striking was deemed of such importance that it was noted by 
contemporary historians. Dio Cassius in the second century AD wrote in reference to Brutus “and also on the coins, which he caused to be struck, he exhibited 
a likeness of himself ,and a cap and two daggers..." 


Prior to Julius Caesar no Roman coin had borne a likeness of a living Roman. Despite bitter opposition in the Roman Senate, Julius Caesar was granted this 
special privilege. It is ironic that one of those people opposed to Julius Caesar's right to strike coins with his own portrait was Brutus, whose own later use of 
portraiture leads us to question the sincerity of his earlier opposition. 


The Ides of March denarius depicts on the obverse the bust of Marcus Junius Brutus facing right with the legend L. PLAET CEST BRVT IMP, a reference to 


Brutus and to the moneyer L. Plaetorius Cestianus. The reverse depicts a pileus (liberty cap) between two daggers pointing downward with the legend EID MAR 
(Eidibus Martiis), a reference to the Ides of March (March 15, 44 BC) , the date of Caesar's assassination.

Probus was a leading general in the armies of Aurelian. Following the death of 
Tacitus he was proclaimed emperor by his troops and after the murder of Florian 
he became undisputed master of the Roman world. His reign was notable not 
only for its military successes but for his attempts ro restore economuc life to the 
Empire. Amongst other things, Probus was responsible for introducing the art 
of wine growing into several of the western provinces. His public works were his 
undoing. Mutinous soldiers at Sirmium who had been relegated to public works 
instead of military duties were so enraged that they murdered Probus. The coinage 
of Probus is noteworthy for its extraordinary diversity of obverse types, which 
display many different versions of the Emperor's portrait. The following ten 
antontniani are but a small selection of the types available. For the portrait collector 
this series offers some wonderful examples of third century die cutting.

Carus and his Sons. Carus was Praetorian Prefect when he led a revolt 
in Raetia against Probus. Probus was in Sirmium in the Balkans when 
news of the revolt reached him and caused his army to mutiny and 
murder him -— the army already enraged at having been employed on 
public works. Carus was then declared Emperor by the army, and his 
two sons, Numerian and Carinus, were given the rank of Caesar shortly 
thereafter. Carinus was left to guard the West while Carus and Numerian 
continued Probus’ plans for an eastern campaign. Carus was soon 
murderedin his camp near Clesiphon, although it was officially reported 
that he had been struck by lightning! 


Numerian was murdered in late 284 on his return trip to Rome by his 

prefect Aper, who was subsequently murdered by the senior military 

officers. One of those officers was Diocletian, who was then proclaimed 

emperor. Carinus, after defeating the usurper Julian near Verona, moved 

against his new rival, and a eo battle became meaningless when 
inus was assassinated by one of his own tribunes.

Arab-Byzantine fals of Emisa 


Byzantine forces quickly collapsed before the crusading newly Islamic Arab 
armies, and by 642 all of the former Roman provinces of Syria and Palestine had 
been lost to the Empire. The new Arab rulers, rather than establishing one central 
munt for the region, allowed a number of small localized mints to produce coina 

for the area. These mints for the most part struck bronze fals copied from t 

Byzantine folles in circulation at the time. One of the largest mints in operation 
was at Emisa (modern Homs) in Syria. Coins of the emperor Constans II, as 
Seaby types 1000 and 1004, were imitated closely, even to the Christian cross 
held by the emperor.

After the final withdrawal of Roman troops from Britain at the beginnin 
of the fifth century AD, the Romanized Celtic population was left to fen 
for itself against the Germanic (Saxon) invasions. Arthur, probably a 
powerful warlord in early Britain, was one of these defenders. Without 
the Roman presence, local commerce was left without a continuing 
supply of new coinage, and no official British coinage was struck for 
another 200 years.
